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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants* argue that Russell "teaches away 
from independent claim 29" since "utterance and sentence are not synonymous in the context of the claimed invention" (Remarks, pp. 7- 
8). However, the Examiner contends that a sentence necessarily includes an utterance. Moreover, since a sentence is in a broader 
context, it would read on the narrower context of utterances. Therefore, the amended claims stay rejected over Russell. Applicants' also 
submit that Gupta '095, by disclosing "applying different thresholds for different utterance lengths," is not "synonymous with the idea of 
setting different transition biases that are utterance length dependent" (Remarks, p. 9-10). However, the Examiner contends that applying 
different thresholds is a kind of "bias" which would cause the tendency of the recognizer to prefer words of a certain length to be 
controlled, so that the recognition performance for relatively short and/or relatively long words can be improved, as mentioned in the 
specification. 
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
